Ditto around 0000, but by 0030 audio 
finally came up (after 1040 switched to their night signa!) with FF audio of Jean-Bertrand 
Anstide’s taped speech. Signal dropped down, but was up again at 0038 with the speech, 
followed at 0050 by two clear “Radio Democratie” [Ds by a man with a clearer, higher- 
pitched voice. This was followed by fill music, a Kreyol vocal (folk- type), then an 
instrumental song. A man again spoke at 0056 (ancopiable), followed by instrumental 
fill, then percussion music, and, possibly, another [D at 0100 followed immediately by 
carrier off. Per printed press reports m JUL 17 papers, the signal in Port-au-Prince is very 
poor, with interference from an EF religious station on MW (Caribbean Christian Radio 
on 1020 from the Turks?) and local Radio Lumiere on FM. The U. $. government is 
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considering changing frequencies. (Glad to see the U. S. government at least has a sense 
of humor; those of us who have been DXing for a while will remember 1035 kHz as the 
old 4VEH frequency.) OK, here's the schedule: frequencies are 1035 kHz and 91.9 MHz 
(from an EC-130). Times are 2230-2330 and 0000-0100 UTC (corresponding to Haitian 
DST 6:30-7:30 and 8:00-9:00 pm - as the times were given to us mitially). Broadcasts will 
be daily, apparently, weather permitting, 1 presume, but have not been able to confirm, 
that the second broadcast is repeated tape of the first. One press report I've seen said that 
the intial transmission of JUL 15 consisted of a 15 minute speech by Aristide. This would 
seem to virtually match the timing of his second speech on my initial logging, with the 
remaining time filled by ID/songs. The following UTC night, JUL 18, prodiced pretty 
much the same fare, with carrier off at exactly 0100:00 (again, audio seemed to appear 
best after 0300, presumably due to my local on 1040 shifting around sunset). [Kruger-FL] 
JUL 18 0050 - Powerful signal in the clear. Long FF talk by man, ID by woman at 0050, 
closing announcement and ID by man, then carrier cut 0059, The "La Voix ?° clear on 
tape but my FF not very good. Thanks to Krueger and Scotka for tips. [Moore-FL] (Pete 
Taylor sent a news clipping on the same station - Jim) A no- show. Lisboa, Portugal was 
the only station found on that channel during several tries. (Connelly *H MA)

BELIZE: R. Belize will soon drop MW. [Austrian SW Panorama via BE in ARC JUN 8, 1994] R. 
Belize has stopped transmitting on MW with no plans to resume. They will be transmitting on FM.

BOTSWANA: VOA Botswana 909 relay (500 kW) strongest MW station in my area, at 0300-

BULGARIA: MW transmitters with a power of more than 60 kW will stop night operations 
between 2100-0300 UTC.

The available 2 
x 500 kW transmitters at Kaliakra will be used for replacing the old VIDIN 1 & 2 systems on 576 
and 1224 kHz. [Stoyan Kovatehev in ARC JUL 8, 1994) 

CEUTA: R. Ceuta is confirmed back on its nominal frequency of 1548 

CLANDESTINE: National Radio of the Saharan Democratic Republic 1544 kHz is not audible 
as a ground wave signal in southern Spain, but is good at night. Direction finding using the basic 
ferrite rod in a portable radio on a stable skywave signal gave a bearing of 170 degrees magnetic 
from Torrox. For calibration purposes DFs were also made on another 13 groundwave signals 
from Morocco and Spain and the maxinium error was « /- 17 degrees (average error was under 10 
degrees) Interestingly, the 1544 signal has been attributed to a site at Tindouf, Algeria which lies 
on a bearing of 200 degrees. As this was a skywave signal, this could be compatible with my 
measurement but on the other hand the transmitter could be further east than Tindouf. If anyone is 
travelling with a radio and compass to the Canaries or Morocco on holiday how about getting 
another bearing for this station? [Steve Whitt, Costa del Sol report in Medium Wave News, JUL- 
AUG 1994] 

FRANCE: France Inter has at least one of its transmitters that normally operate on 1071kHz off 
channel. The dominant transmitter as heard in Fastern England is now on 1070kHz and there is 
IkHz heterodyne present which suggests that other France Inter transmitters are still on 1071kHz. 
Do not confuse this off channel French transmitter with the 1070kIiz relay in French Guiana which 
also carries France Inter satellite fed from brance. It is not obvious whether this 18 a fault (most 
likely) or deliberate. [Steve Whutt, JUN 29 E- mail) 

GERMANY: Radio Free Europe 1593 1s using this transmitter at Langenberg (ex WDR) for 
transmissions to Croats in Germany and Europe between 2000-2100, power 400 kW. [BE im ARC 
JUL 8, 1994} 

KENYA: Look out for Kenya Broadcasting Corp on 1386kHz heard im the last few days in 
England following a tip from Wilheim Herbst n Germany where the signal has also been received. 
There 1s a very limited window of reception at 0155-0200UTC. Kenya signs on at 0155 but then 
Greece signs on at 0200 also on 1386kI1z. This 1s followed by Russia joining in at 0300UTC. This is 
a real rarity in Northern Europe. [Steve Whitt, Medinm Wave News, AUG 2, 1994] 

MEXICO: Presidential elections are August 21st. [Keith Barton in DX Australia JUN 1994] 

MOROCCO: Medi 1 (171 and 612 kHz) scems to be off the air. The transmitters are still on air 
but monitoring indicates that the Medi 1 frequencies are carrying the RTM A program, RTM B is 
confirmed on 828.8 and 1492.7 (both variable). 828 signs on later than mdicated in WRTH, 
weekdays at 0800 and weekends around nud-day (can not confirm 1492 sign-on, not audible 
during the day). RTM A has very low modulation on 1053 and 1044 compared with other MW 
stations and other RTM A stations on 594 and 540 KHz, [Steve Whitt, Costa del Sol report in MWN 
JUL-AUG 1994] 
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NETHERLANDS: AM News 1395 has permission to use thus frequency; however, they have 
now observed that Radio Tirana has too good signal strength in Holland to be of any use. They 
have applied for 628 kHz. [Media Network via BE in ARC JUL 8, 1994] (J can't believe that this 
didn't occur to them before! - Jimi) [Holland FM which has been operating on 1224kHz since earlier 
this year has opened a new transmutter thought to be Rotterdam on §28kHz. Noted at end of July. 
Both 828 & 1224 are operating in parallel but reception of 828 in Eastern England 1s better since 
1224 is messed up by Virgin 1215. [Steve Whitt, Medium Wave News, AUG 2, 1994) 

NEW ZEALAND: Just when we thought that 1615 kHz was no longer to be used as a non- 
directional aeronautical beacon frequency, and medium wave enthusiasts are waiting expectantly 
for the United States to begin licensing broadcast stations in the 1610-1700 range, a new NDB is 
being tested for Whangerei Airport on 1615 kHz.
